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Element hath relation unto Kings, Governours of Cities 
and Provinces in all ſuch Prodigious matrers : and there- 
fore, Leges, CF conſilia tanquam ſolidum quiddam repreſen- 
tant ; Laws and Cuftoms being as it were fixed and ſo- 
ſid are hereby repreſented. And as the Earth was here- 
in aflited and paſſive, both by fire and other concuſſi- 
ons, which made all materials ir met with combuſtible 
and. liquid like a River, the conſequences thereof hath 
relation ro che community of mankind in general. 

For, Concuſſa terra, tum Civitates, tum aggeres ſubvers 
tuntur;when the Earth trembles, then Cities, Towns,and 
many huge heaps are ſubvErred 3 then after which, Aqua- 
mm gurges inevitabilis, an unrefiſtable or unavoidable 
Whirlpool of waters 3 qur nullty objtcibus, nulla wel arte 
deinceps vel violentia coercetur, quin pariter omnia permiſtis 
inter ſe arents, ſaxis, cinere, fumo, 1gne (F aqua, in Chaos 
teterrimum prolabuntar ; which Whirlpool of Waters will 
by no countermines, or banks either framed by Art or 
Violence, be compelled or reſtrained, burall alike mix- 
ed amongſt themſelves, with Sands, Stones, Aſhes, 
Smoke, Fire and Warer,turn all into a moſt terrible Cha- 
osor Confuſion. Although ir may be fearcd,thar martiy of 
theſe fad Storms and unuſual Calamiries may very much 


afflict the Spaniſh Dominions, rthar ſo Prodigious an - 


Earthquake as this (for in the Relarion it is ſaid, the fiery 
and burning Deluge ſpread irc ſelf ro above fix miles in 
bredth) a moſt certain Argument, many other Coun- 
way Nations, and Provinces ſhall participate in the like 
Ind. 

This may give a ſerious admonition unto all Nations of 
Europe, 'and all perſons of every degree and quality, to 
amend their lives, for the Fiery River deſtroyed the 
ground, infected the water, yea, entred the Sea : A plain 
expoſition whereof if it mighr be lawful for us to give, 
would ſtrike terrour into the moſt ſtony-hearred perſon 


that livcs.z for as yet neither are the effefs of the Jate.

Oppreſſion follows great Earthquakes, as alto fgreat De- 
Iuges of Waters; nor dorh uſually one miſery or calawity 
happeng but another ſucceeds. The ſtrangeneſs and vio- 
lence of Arna's raging, induced us to believe, the like 
might happen alfo in other Countries; and by the 6Ga- 
zetts of Fuly 15, whillt we were writing this diſcourſe, 
we find theſe two memorable Accidents concurring with 
our judgments, viz.rhat near Tnſfpruch, a little after noon, 
hapned a violent Tempeſt, with extraordinary Rain, 
Hail, Thunder, Lighrning, accompanied with an Earth- 
quake, which had ſuch violent effe&s upon a Town there, 
where the Emperour has ſome Silver Mines, that the Ri- 
ver wiich runs through the Town overflowing, drown'd 
all the adjacent Fields, deſtroying thirry Houſes, harm» 
ing many more, and drowned above 200 People; this

tirade of Men dyed: We mighr in Hiſtory find many 
terrible Accidents ſucceeding grand Earthquakes, bur ir is 
no part of our deſign—ehar which ſeems moſt probable | 
tobe intended from this ſo grear an Earthquake, if we

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And although the Religipus of Nations ſhall endea- 
vour to reconcile theſe Differences when. ar firit they
